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THE DOLLAR VALUE OF THE FEMALE LINE 

In the year 1895 there was published i in London a book entitled “Breed- 
ing Horses by the Figure System”. The author, then recently deceased, 
was a little-known Australian named C. Bruce Lowe. The editor was 
William Allison, a widely read writer on turf matters. Mr. Lowe’s “figure 
system” consisted in classifying all the winners of the English classic races 
according to the foundation mares in tail female from which they were 
descended. These female lines were then given a figure according to the 
number of classic winners each had produced, the line having produced the 
greatest number being given the figure 1, that having produced the second 
greatest the figure 2, and so on. In commenting on these classifications 
Mr. Allison drew some far reaching conclusions such as that certain lines 
were primarily suitable for producing good mares, while others were in- 
capable of producing a good stallion. 

Mr. Allison’s conclusions have now been largely discredited, but Mr. 
Lowe's classifications survive. Until a few years ago, all sales catalogues 
of Thoroughbred horses printed at the bottom of the page describing each 
horse such cryptic words as “Thence back to Tregonwell’s Natural Barb 
mare (no. 1 family)” or “Thence back to imported mare from Stud of 
Harrison of Brandon”. The first refers to Bruce Lowe’s classification, the 
second to a similar classification for the American stud book financed by 
Mr. Robert L. Gerry and carried out by Miss Marguerite Bayliss (of 
Bolinvar fame) in a volume entitled “The Matriarchy of the American 
Turf”. 

These classifications no longer have much influence on yearling buyers, 
who now think more about the racing and producing class of the dam and 
grand dam than about the influence of a remote eighteenth century ances- 
tress. At the same time the fashion for figure systems did serve one highly 
important purpose. I+ centered the attention of horse breeders on the im- 
portance of the mare in any given mating. Before Bruce Lowe the ten- 
dency was to think largely in terms of stallions only, if the sire was good 
enough the dam would do. 

The importance of good mares can be easily demonstrated by a little 
mathematics. A Thoroughbred stallion can get say 30 foals a year, a mare 
only one. Consequently we geld our entire horses approximate at the rate 
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of 29 out of 30. Compared to mares, 
our stallions are a very selected lot. 
It is therefore the tail female mares 
which are apt to be the weak sisters. 
In consequence the auction cata- 
logues devote approximately four 
times as much space to the dam’s 
side as to the sire’s of the pedigree. 
Only the record of the sire himself 
is given while, on the distaff side, 
there appears the record of three or 
four generations. 

The dollar value of the female line 
will be sharply reflected at the sum- 
mer sales, both at Keeneland and 
Saratoga. We shall, of course, hear 
many comments on such sires as 
Count Fleet, Double Jay, *Helio- 
polis, Hyperion *Nasrullah, Nearco, 
Never Say Die, Polynesian, *Prince- 
quillo, Roman and *Royal Charger. 
But buyers and sellers alike will de- 
vote much more conversation to 
mares such as Aunt Jinny, Boat, 
Damaged Goods, *Eastern Gran- 
deur, Evening Tide, Flaming Top, 
Gallorette, Harmonica, Leg vendra, 
Miss Brief, Risque Blue, Sequence, 
Vertencia and *Vibration IT.

Broodmares which have produced six 
stakes winners are as rare as the pro- 
verbial hen’s teeth - Nydrie Stud’s great 
old mare Heloise is one of the few which 
comes to mind - but Harry S, Middendorf 
is selling at Saratoga on Wednesday, Aug- 
ust 14th, an imported brown colt out of 
Judy (by Dastur) who not only placed in 
stakes herself, but has had seven winning 
foals, six of them stakes winners. Since 
the colt is also a top individual and is by 
*Tulyar, England’s greatest race horse 
now at stud, it is not hard to understand 
why he has occasioned so much comment, 


NYDRIE’S AUNT JINNY COLT 

One of the brightest stars in the 
Nydrie consignment to the Saratoga 
Sales is the bay colt by *Ambiorix out 
of the great race mare Aunt Jinny 
(*Heliopolis), winner of the Selima and 
other stakes and half-sister to Tom Fool, 
chosen Horse of the Year as a 4-year- 
old. Of the many stallions imported to 
this country from France in recent years, 
* Ambiorix is undoubtedly the most suc- 
cessful. The conformation of this good 
bay colt gives every indication that he 
will run up to his pedigree. Other year- 
lings from female lines developed by the 
Headley family are a chestnut colt whose 
third dam was Alcibiades, (Supremus) 
whose grand dam was the frequent stakes 
winner Sparta (*St. Germans) and whose 
dam Pitcher (Shut Out) has already pro- 
duced the stakes winner Royal Fan, From 
the same female line is a bay filly by 
Great Circle, the third foal of the winning 
Honey (Pavot) who has already produced 
a winner in Allhoney. There is another 
Great Circle yearling in the consignment, 
a bay colt out of Royal Heritage (Eight 
Thirty) who is a sister to the stakes 
winners Colony Boy and Futuramatic. 


HIGH HOPE-RIVERSIDE YEARLINGS 

Yearlings consigned by High Hope 
and Riverside Farms to the Fasig-Tipton 
Company's Saratoga Sales include a chest- 
nut colt by the terrifically fast *Windy 
City Il out of Lump Sugar (Bull Lea), a 
hundred percent producer of four winners.

Ladysman was challenged only once during 
the mile and three-quarters course and 
that was by Keelhaul, perhaps 50 yards 
after starter Eddie Blind flagged the signal 
which released the field of nine hurdlers 
in perfect alignment. 

Seeing Keelhaul’s challenge on his in- 
side, Hatcher gave Lucky Trine his head 
and the gelding spurted to a daylight 
advantage which he increased steadily. 

Lucky Trine, who was second at Dela- 
ware Park on June 25 in his first start 
of the season, skimmed the nine jumps in 
flawless fashion and completed the dis- 
tance in 3:19 4/5 bringing his galaxy of 
followers a $5.20 straight mutuel return. 

Arthur D. Preece’s Antagonizer vainly 
pursued the leader, but succeeded only in 
exhausting his capacity and was outrun at 
the finish by Keelhaul. Mrs. Vernon G, 
Cardy’s Rebel Coat was fourth. 

First horse to spill over a hurdle thus 
far at the meeting was Elizabeth C. Bos- 
ley’s Best Gift, who was coupled in the 
wagering as an entry with Allison Stern’s 
Danny Boy 2nd. 

Navy Fighter, a big 5-year-old chest- 
nut gelding, second in his first appearance 
under silks this year at the Oxmoor, 
Louisville, Ky., hunt meeting after not 
having been postward in 1956, rewarded 
his mutuel supporters with a $22.40 return 
on Thursday, July 18, when winning the 
Festoon Purse at Monmouth Park, 

Owned by Guilford Dudley, Jr., amateur 
rider and president of an insurance firm in 
Nashville, Navy Fighter, in the care of 
Trainer J. V. H. Davis, showed great 
improvement over his hunt meeting effort. 
The horse, sired by *Heliopolis, and out 
of the Annapolis mare, Reykyavik, was 
purchased at two from his breeder, Mrs. 
Marion duPont Scott. 
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Under 144 pounds and the energetic 
handling of Murt Hoey, Navy Fighter began 
a determined bid entering the stretch turn 
and engaged the tric of leaders over the 
ninth and final hurdle. His thrust carried 
him to a length and a quarter tally over 
Black Emporer, who had displaced Navy 
Fighter’s running-mate, Powdersmoke, at 
the third jump. Whitewood Stud’s French- 
bred Arywa, the 8-5 favorite was third, 
a neck back of Mrs. C, E, Adams’ Black 
Emporer. 

Navy Fighter’s previous victory in 
1955, accomplished on the turf, was re- 
gistered at the Percy Warner Park hunt 
meeting. He was ridden by his owner on 
that occasion, 

Of the first seven inthe Prelude Purse, 
all but the unfortunate winner were sub- 
sequently invited to the Invitational Mid- 
summer Hurdle Handicap on Friday, Au- 
gust 2. The game victor by a length and a 
half in the Prelude was F, H, Bobtecou’s 
French-bred *Marso who even had to 
forego the winner’s circle ceremonies 
after his exciting triumph because of a 
painful bowed tendon suffered for the third 
time in his career. Whether or not he can 
make another comeback depends on the 
efficacy of a contemplated operation which 
can be performed in Kentucky. 

Making his first start since a winning 
effort in last June’s Forget Handicap at 
Belmont Park, the six-year-old chestnut 
son of Marsyas and Byblos by Djebel was 
permitted to go off at better than 7-1 
odds, but justified the patience and skill 
of his trainer, Sidney Watters, Jr. 

*Marso reeled off one of his most 
impressive races - in perhaps his last 
call to colors - to stem the tide of the 
late runners, My Last Try and the 6-5 
favorite, *Arywa. 

Sanford Stud Farm’s Ideal View and 
F, Frankel’s Fairshot alternated in vying 
for the early lead, with Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Ancestor and *Marso not far behind. With 
six-furlongs remaining, Jockey James 
Murphy shot *Marso to the lead, an ad- 
vantage he did not relinquish despite ob- 
viously favoring his bad leg early in the 
stretch run, 

Ancestor, who tired under high weight 
of 162 pounds, ran sixth. Before him, read- 
ing from fifth to second were Ideal View, 
Basilia, Moss Green and My Last Try. 
Other than the winner’s race, there was 
much talk of My Last Try’s performance, 
his first sally over the lesser obstacles. 
The hemebred 3-year-old gelded son of 
Platter and Miel by Jamestown, a full 
brother to Miellieux, who ran second to 
Nashua in the 1956 Gulfstream Handicap, 
found himself at horne over the hurdles 
and seemed as if he would overtake the 
leader coming to the last and ninth jump 
but was not quite good enough. 

*Marso ran the about a mile and three 
quarters in 3:19 4/5 and paid $16.80,

His Career As A Bloodstock Breeder

The death of the famous Moslem prince, 
H.H, the Aga Khan, spiritual leader of the 
Mohommedans has brought to a 
owner and breeder

close, a career as 
whose fame and success were world wide. 

The following list of horses which he 
bought or bred, written from memory and 
far from complete, will nevertheless 
amply illustrate the point: 

Cos (champion 2-yr.-old filly, 2nd 
1,000 Guineas); Mumtaz Mahal (champion 
2-yr.-old filly); Diophion (champion 2-yr. 
old colt, 2,000 Guineas); Salmon Trout (St.

(Goodwood Cup); Mirza II (champion 2-yr.

St. Leger); Ukrainia (French Oaks); Umid 
war (Champion Stakes, etc.); My Love 
(Derby); Masaka (Oaks, etc.); Majideh 
(Icish Oaks, etc.); *Tulyar (Derby, St. 
Leger, etc.); “Nasrullah (Champion 
Stakes, etc.); Palestine (champion 2-yr.- 
old and 2nd in 2,000 Guineas); Pot au Feu 
(French Derby); Amber (French Derby);

It is now 35 years since the Aga Khan 
launched his career as an owner in Eng- 
land, Although he had enormous financial 
resources at his disposal, nevertheless 
many others have essayed a craeer on 
the turf with enormous financial resources 
but without approaching the Aga’s success, 
What was the secret? 


His Approach to the Problem 


The Aga Khan’s approach to the prob- 
lem was in sharp contrast to the views 
of most newcomers on the turf, It must 
be confessed that there are very few 
recruits among owners who donot become 
convinced, after a few months contact 
with racing, that they know plenty about 
it, and (in their secret hearts) that they 
really know more than anyone else. They 
have ‘‘discovered’® some special ‘‘nick”’ 
of blood lines, or system of rearing or 
training which will surely break up rac- 
ing. Since it takes time to prove that these 
discoveries are less than earth shaking, 
and since the discoverer can usually well 
afford the cost of his error and is not 
overwhelmed with eagerness to make 
public how wrong he was, these innova- 
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tions pass into the silent oblivion reserved 
for such failures. 

The Aga Khan avoided these pitfalls 
with sound instinct and acute intellect. 
His requirements were: 

1. The best possible knowledge of the 
stud book and bloodlines - For this the 
Aga Khan retained Lt. Col. Vuiller, a 
retired French Army Officer whose ab- 
sorbing interest in life was inheritance 
in Thoroughbreds. He was the author of 
‘*Les Croisements Rationnels’’, an ex- 
tremely scholarly work showing that, as 
time passed, the ‘‘dosage’’ or percentage 
of blood of each important ancestor tended 
to become uniform throughout the breed. 
This is a very subtle book, which appears 
to be simple but is not. In fact it is so 
subtle that there are dark rumours in 
circulation that it has even puzzled the 
Olympian Estes of The Blood Horse. Be 
that as it may, Col. Vuiller remained 
the chief reliance of the Aga Khan in the 
mating of his mares from the beginning. 

2. The best possible judge of indivi- 
dual animals, particularly yearlings, from 
which the stud was to be recruited - For 
this the Aga Khan selected the Hon, George 
Lambton, who had been a famous gentleman 
rider, and who had been trainer for Lord 
Derby for 25 years. Mr. Lambton was gen- 
erally regarded as an unsurpassed judge 
of bloodstock, Furthermore he had seen 
and known the ancestors for some gen- 
erations of the yearlings which would be 
coming up for sale. Hence the character- 
istics of soundness, constitution, tempera- 
ment, gameness, etc. of the different 
strains were all familiar to him. He 
proceeded to buy for the Aga, over a 
period of 5 years, every high class filly 
that came on the market. 

3. The best possible trainer - The late 
R. C, Dawson became the Aga Khan’s 
trainer at Whatcombe. This was after Mr. 
Lambton found it impossible to accept 
the Aga Khan’s offer to train for him, 
owing to his long association with Lord 
Derby. Dawson was an Irishman who looked 
like an absent-minded Oxford don but who 
was shrewd, skillful and also lucky. He 
had trained that very willful and high- 
class filly, Fifinella, to win both the Derby 
and Oaks, and had also had the luck (and 
possibly judgment?) to buy Blandford for 
only 700 Guineas as a yearling. Since 
Blandford had about as unsound a set of 
forelegs as I ever saw onahorse, and yet, 
Starting with unfashionable mares, sired 
four Derby winners in 8 years, there was 
possibly a shamrock in his pocket when 
Dawson became the owner of Blandford. 

4. The best possible land and stud 
manager - Sir Henry Greer, the Manager 
of the National Stud at the Curragh, sel- 
ected the land for the Aga Khan’s studs 
near the Curragh. Sir Henry also had an 
early flirtation with Lady Luck. As a 
young man he had bought Gallinule for 
1,000 Pounds from the famous eccentric 
gentleman rider ‘‘Abington” Baird, The

METICORTELONE FOR HORSES 
According to a report by George Retos, 
V. M. D., in a recent issue of the ‘‘Horse- 
men’s Journal’’, Meticortelone is being 
used with great success in the treatment 
of race horses. Meticortelone , a chem- 
ical relative of the cortisone group of 
drugs, has three to five times the strength 
of cortisone or hydrocortisone. One form 
of Meticortelone is specifically designed 
for use in joint capsules (cavities), The 
drug was used by injection directly into 
inflamed joint capsules and ligaments. 
Sixty-one horses, presenting a variety of 
ailments were treated, including many 
failing to respond to all other forms of 
treatment. In this group were cases of 
osselets, popped knees (both upper and 
lower joints), inflamed or injured ankle 
joints and ligaments, navicular disease 
and arthritis of various joints. Of the 61 
horses treated the racing results follow- 
ing treatment showed: twenty-nine horses 
winning, fourteen placed, eight showed and 
ten ran out of the money.

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DEDICATE‘S CORNS 

How fast could you run if you were 
suffering from corns? 

Humans probably could not run too far 
or too fast but Dedicate , a leading can- 
didate handicap horse has proven that 
the Thoroughbred can overcome such an 
ailment and rank with the top members 
of his division. 

Mrs. Jan Burke’s star grows a horny 
substance from the frog of his foot and 
every couple of months, this growth is 
cut away. Dedicate then is a bit sore for 
a day or two and then is able to resume 
training, overcoming his ‘‘Achilles heel’’, 

Despite his affliction, Dedicate has 
done all right for himself and his owner, 
As a three-year-old he won the Delaware 
Valley and Jersey Stakes at Garden State 
Park, setting a new track record in the 
latter. 

Last season Dedicate was returned 
victor in the Brooklyn, Hawthorne Gold 
Cup and the Whitney Stakes. In the last 
named he ran a mile and an eighth in 
1.49 2/5 to shave a fifth of a second off 
Sun Briar’s 37-year record at Saratoga. 

Top weighted in five handicap perfor- 
mances this season, Dedicate was suc- 
cessful in the John B, Campbell Memorial 
at Bowie, finished second in the Metro- 
politan, Carter and Bowie and was third 


in the recent Suburban, 

Weight pulls have helped rivals beat 
Dedicate. Up to 126 pounds he seems able 
to click, after that - well maybe 126 is 
the point where the corns really begin to 
hurt.

The late Robert Sterling Clark was 
once called ‘‘the leading asterisk manu- 
facturer in the country’’, This epithet 
referred to the fact that he was constantly 
bringing to this country horses he had 
bred abroad whose names were thus pre- 
fixed with the asterisk indicating that they 
had been imported. 

The traffic was by no means one way, 
however - quite the contrary. It all started 
when The Jockey Club, after due notice, 
stopped entering in the Stud Book the pro- 
duce of registered Arabs. Mr. Clark, who 
owned some Arab mares, was highly in- 
censed and forswore racing inthis country 
for life. He sent to England in 1930 the 
filly Galaday (by *Sir Gallahad III) whose 
daughter *Galatea II proceeded to win the 
Oaks. 

This was the first of six transatlantic 
crossings leading up to Never Say Die’s 
career as arace horse. Galaday’s daughter 
*Boreale, foaled in France, and brought 
to this country, produced Singing Grass 
who was sent abroad to be bred to *Nas- 
rullah and then came back to Jonabell 
Stables, Lexington, Ky., where she dropped 
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Never Say Die. 

Under the watchful and expert eye of 
John A. Bell, Ill, the colt prospered. This 
year’s Saratoga Sales catalogue lists, not 
only the Bell yearlings, but also those 
entrusted to him by six other breeders 
who have, like Mr. Clark, found Jonabell 
a good place to raise a horse. Among 
these is Mrs. Robert Sterling Clark who is 
consigning two grandsons and a grand- 
daughter of Galaday. 

For many years Mr. Clark kept some 
of his breeding stock at his Sundridge 
Farm near Upperville, Va. and others at 
the adjoining Blue Ridge Farm of Mrs. 
George L. Harrison. After being broken 
in Kentucky, Never Say Die was shipped 
to Mrs. Harrisonas Virginia had more rain 
that summer than Kentucky and the grass 
was better. There was also ample room in 
the Blue Ridge paddocks as Mrs. Harrison 
for many years has sent a strong consign- 
ment of yearlings to Saratoga. 

Shipped to England in the autumn, Never 
Say Die won the Rosslyn Stakes at two, 
and the Derby and St. Leger Stakes at three 
when he was the leading money winner in 
Europe. He was presented to the (British) 
National Stud by Mr. Clark, his first foals 
being now yearlings. Saratoga is the only 
auction in this country at which his off- 
spring are scheduled to be sold this sum- 
mer, It is certainly appropriate that, of 
the two colts offered, one should be con- 
signed by Mrs. Harrison and the other by 
her neighbor Mrs. John J, O'Fallon.

In the case of Equestrian Teams, this 
would be the Canadian Horse Shows Asso- 
ciation, which has a special committee 
concerned with the matter, known as The 
International Equestrian Competitions 
Committee of the Canadian Horse Shows 
Association, This Committee has several 
sub-committees, one for each of the eques- 
trian events (I happen to be the Chairman 
of the Three Days Event Sub-committee, 
though this letter is written in a private 
capacity). Canada has had a Team entry 
in the Olympic Games twice in the Three 
Days event, and an individual entry in the 
Grand Prix de Dressage (at Stockholm), 
but has not yet had an entry in the Prix 
des Nations Jumping competition, 

3. While competitors from the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police would be most 
welcome in the various preliminary com- 
petitions, and the eventual Selection Trials 
for any or all of the Olympic Equestrian 
Events, it should be obvious to any ex- 
perienced horseman that it is a long, long 
road from an idea to the stage of earning 
a place on an Olympic Team as an in- 
dividual, let alone earning all the places 
on a team. When such a situation develops, 
I would suppose that the renown of the 
famous force would be enhanced, and 
rightly so, but the road to that goal must 
necessarily involve successful experience 
in the field of international jumping com- 
petitions over a considerable period first. 

4. The article made some comment on 
the amateur aspects, and suggested a 
precedent as to amateur status, infer- 
ring that members of the Permanent Force 
(being the pree-World War II name for 
the Regular Army in Canada) had been 
competitors in Olympic competition, This 
is not the case. Canada sent its first 
equestrian entries to the Olympic Games in 
1952, the Permanent Force having ceased 
to exist, under that name in 1939, and its 
successor the Canadian Army has never 
had horses in its establishments inCanada, 
or abroad. 

5. If the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
authorities should desire an opinion as to 
the eligibility of their personnel for inter- 
national equestrian competition as ama- 
teurs, as defined in the Olympic Rules, 
they could easily obtain it from the Cana- 
dian Horse Shows Association or the Cana- 
dian Olympic Association, 

6. Canada has of course had Inter- 
national Jumping Teams in competition 
for many years in North America, and 
from time to time has also been repre- 
sented abroad in some of the HorseShows 
on the Continent and in the United King- 
dom and the Republic of Ireland. This 
activity functions under the Committee 
earlier referred to, and it is hoped 
that, some day, Canada will be repre- 
sented in the Prix des Nations Jumping 
Competitions of the Olympic Games. All 
such activity is financed from sources 
other than Government agencies. I would 


personally be very surprised to learn that 
such support had been made available for 
personnel of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police before, by their own efforts, they 
had been able to demonstrate the develop- 
ment of sufficient skill in this highly 
specialized field of equestrian competi- 
tion. 

7. There is, however, one field of 
Olympic competition which might well 
merit the consideration of the Commis- 
sioner, namely the Pentathlon Event, which 
was first conceived as the test for the 
all-round Man at Arms, with its five phases 
Swimming, Running, Fencing, Pistol 
Shooting and Cross country riding. Per- 
haps this would be the better place for the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police to start. 
Their personnel would all benefit by

participation in the above phases, and 
probably these fit in with the basic train- 
ing requirements very well. Since the 
country holding the Games provides the 
horses which are used in the actual com- 
petition, it would merely require some 
cross-country training for the Royal Cana- 
Gian Mounted Police personnel concerned, 
and would not require the provision of 
horses of greater capabilities than those 
normally provided for the Force. ; 

8. I shall be writing you again before 
long, concerning the developments incon- 
nection with our Canadian preparations for 
participation in the Three Days Event at 
the Olympic Games scheduled for Rome in 
1960, and meanwhile remain,

veterinarian who ‘‘passed”’ the horse did 
not find out that he was a bad “‘roarer’’, 
completely gone in his wind, and was also 
an habitual breaker of blood vessels, a 
characteristic possibly inherited from his 
maternal grandsire, Hermit. With these 
dubious credentials Gallinule began his 
stud career at a fee of 9 Guineas, with 
mares of corresponding calibre. He made 
his way steadily at stud until he became 
the only serious rival of St. Simon, In 
the process he made the fortune of Sir 
Henry Greer, whose affluence and self- 
esteem kept pace with the fame of Gal- 
linule. W. S, Gilbert might have been 
thinking of Sir Henry and his like when 
he wrote: ‘‘For self-contained dignity, 
combined with airy condescension, give me 
a representative British peer.”’ 


Mr. Lambton’s Purchases 

Among the purchases made by Mr. 
Lambton for the Aga Khan were: 

1. Cos (Flying Orb- Renaissance). Cos 
won the Queen Mary Stakes at Ascot and 
was the flying filly of her year. She was 
second in the 1,000 Guineas and won a 
good race at a mile and a quarter, which 
was remarkable in view of the sprinting 
character of her sire and his stock, Her 
first four foals were high-class winners 
including: Costaki Pasha (Middle Park 
Stakes); Rustom Pasha (Probably the best 
son of Son-in-Law and a high class 
sire in Argentina.); Mrs. Rustom (Dew- 
hurst Stakes). That this line has not con- 
tinued to thrive is quite understandable 
in view of its distance limitations. 

2. Teresina (Tracery-Blue Tit). This 
filly was a wonderful stayer, winning 
numerous long distance races and losing 
the Cesarewitch (2-1/4 miles) by a head 
as athree-year-old. Teresina bred There- 
sina (Irish Oaks and dam of Ujiji - As- 

cot Gold Cup). She was also the dam of 





*Alibhai, who was sold as a yearling and 
broke down before he ever started, *Alib- 
hai is, of course, one of the best sires 
now active in the U, S, 

3. Mumtaz Mahal (The Tetrarch- Lady 
Josephine), When R. C, Dawson tried 
Mumtaz Mahal in the spring as a two- 
year-old with Friars Daughter, another 
two-year-old who had recently won her 
first start, he nearly fell off his horse 
with surprise and excitement. ‘‘Mumtaz’’ 
seemed to win by more than 100 yards. 
Many people consider that she was the 
fastest filly over five furlongs that ever 
lived. She became the dam of Mirza II, 
another speed marvel, with distance limit- 
ations. Her daughter Mumtaz Begum pro- 
duced *Nasrullah, Another daughter, Mah 
Mahal, was the dam of *Mahmoud (Derby) 
and a crack two-year-old Mah Iran, who 
in turn produced Migoli, the sire of 
Gallant Man (Belmont Stakes 1957). 

4, Friars Daughter (Friar Marcus- 
Garron Lass). This filly was very cheap 


35 
in price unlike most of the other Aga 
Khan purchases, and was not out of a 
fashionable line of mares. (It became 
fashionable later.) I believe George Lamb- 
ton did not buy her. And I suspect that 
the reason for her purchase was the 
inbreeding of her dam rather than her 
merits as an individual. Her dam never 
ran, and bred nothing of particular note. 
However, the greatest sire of the 19th 
century, St. Simon, was both her grandsire 
and also one of her great grandsires. In 
other words she was inbred to St. Simon 
with one free generation, 

Friars Daughter won only one race, 
but became the dam of unbeaten *Bahram, 
undoubtedly the best race horse bred by 
the Aga Khan; also of Dastur, second in 
the 2,000 Guineas, Derby and St. Leger. 
*Bahram was sired by Blandford, who was 
out of a mare by White Eagle, inbred 
with one free generation to Isonomy, the 
second most important, strain in the stud

book of the time, after St. Simon, In con- 
sequence *Bahram represented a cross 
of one inbred strain on each side of his 
pedigree, but the two inbred strains were 
not the same, 

5. Uganda (Bridaine-Hush). This filly 
was bred in France by E, Kann, and was 
one of the finest mares I ever saw, both 
in looks and performance, winning the 
Franch Oaks and French St. Leger. So 


impressive was she that, when her breed- 
er died, Col Vuiller urged the Aga Khan 
to buy her even though it meant that he 
also had to buy all the Kann bloodstock 
(which he did not want) and the stud farm 
as well, 

These extreme measures were soon 
justified. Uganda’s foals included Ukrainia 
(French Oaks), Ut Majeur (Cesarewitch), 
Udaipur (English Oaks), Umidwar (Cham- 
pion Stakes, etc.) and Una (Dam of Pal- 
estine). 

6. Neocracy (Nearco-Harina). This 
filly was bought after the death of her 
breeder. She was good, but not great on 
the turf. Her grand dam was the famous 
Athasi, a tough ‘‘off bred’® mare that be- 
came dam of Trigo (Derby and St. Leger), 
Athford (Irish Derby) and many other 
winners, Neocracy is the dam of *Tulyar, 
(Derby, St. Leger, etc.) 

7. Quarrat Al Ain (Buchan-Harpsi- 
chord). The Aga Khan paid 12,000 guineas 
for this lovely filly, which proved to be a 
good race mare (Queen Mary Stakes at 
two, and Coronation Stakes at three, both 
at Ascot). She produced Majideh (Irish 
1,000 Guineas and Oaks) which in turn 
produced Masaka, a very high class Oaks 
winner, and Gallant Man, recent winner of 
the Belmont in record time. 

With the exception of Friars Daughter, 
all of these high class brood mares were 
exceptional mares on the turf and only 
one of them Mumtaz Mahal, did not have a 
staying female line. The Aga Khan was on 
public record as advocating speed and 
still more speed as the secret of success 
in breeding, but the actual record of his 
own stud hardly bears this out. 


The Aga’s Luck 

Not all of the Aga Khan’s luck was 
good, He sold *Blenheim II(Derby) , which 
incidentally he did not breed, before his 
full merits as a stallion were revealed. 
He also sold *Nasrullah inhis first season 
at stud for only $64,000. On the other hand, 
some of his luck was extraordinary. He 
offered *Mahmoud for sale at Deauville, 
where he failed to make his reserve of 
5,000 Pounds. When he was sent on to 
England, the Aga telephoned to ask what 
his trainer thought he would bring at 
auction there. The answer was ‘‘about 
8,000 Guineas’’, The Aga , who was more 
accustomed to paying than to receiving 
such prices, then said: ‘‘In that case I'll 
keep him,”’ 

Considering the large numbers of 
mares he kept at stud, the record of the 
Aga Khan as a breeder of stallions hardly 
compares with the achievements of the late 
Lord Derby in England or Capt. Tesio 
in Italy. Lord Derby bred: Swynford, 
Phalaris, Pharos, Fairway, Hyperion, 
*Heliopolis, Alycidon, *Sickle, and *Phar- 
amond II, all outstanding stallions. Capt. 
Tesio bred Nearco, Donatello and Tener- 
ani. The Aga Khan bred *Nasrullah, *Al- 
ibhai, *Mahmoud and *Khaled and sold all 
four early in their careers. He also sold 
*Blenheim II.

While the Aga Khan’s output of first 
class stallions may not have matched his 
record as a breeder of first class race 
horses, particularly fillies, his overall 
record as a breeder and owner will prob- 
ably not be surpassed in Europe for many 
years to come.
